Frederic man 
bound over to 
face jury trial 
for shooting 
brother

A 7l-year-old Frederic man, who is 
accused of shooting and killing his brother 
over the Fourth of July weekend, was 
bound over to face a jury trial in Crawford 
County Circuit Court, 

Crawford County Chief Family/District 
Court Judge Monte J. Burmeister ruled that 
there was probable cause to bind over Paul 
Barry Easterle for a trial on felony charges 
after his preliminary exam was held on 
Tuesday, Aug. 2. 

Mark Easterle, 60, was shot and killed by 
his brother around 6:10 p.m. on Sunday, 
July 3. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakeficld said the incident started with the 
brothers arguing over an issue regarding 
another family member. 

Easterle faces murder-second degree, 
domestic violence and felonious assault 
and assault with a dangerous weapon 
charges. He could be sentenced to up to life 
in prison, if convicted, 

Grayling Attorney Adam Vernon tried to 
get charges lowered to manslaughter, argu- 
ing Easterle was acting in self defense. 

“[t’s a great loss to the community and a 
great loss to the family, but I don’t think it 
tises to the level of homicide,” Vernon said.

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AMES, IOWA, usually known primarily 
as the home of Iowa State University, will 
grab its periodic spotlight in American pres- 
idential politics in a few days. 

The lowa straw poll of presidential prefer- 
ence comes up August 13, when a few thou- 
sand Iowa Republicans will gather ina cou- 
ple of University buildings in Ames and 
mark ballots for their choices for the 
Republican nomination for president in the 
2012 election. 

The Ames poll began in 1979 as an lowa 
Republican event, primarily to raise funds 
for the lowa GOP. Over the years, it has 
been promoted and heralded as the first sig- 
nificant shot in the Republican presidential 
aMpaign, 

The statewide lowa presidential caucuses 
come along in five months, and the August 
Ames straw poll is expected to give a pre- 
view of what Republicans will do in their 
2012 caucuses. 

Some presidential hopefuls treat the Ames 
poll as vital to their efforts, Some don’t. 

At the straw vote, election machinery and 
ballots will be just like those in real life. 

Names of candidates are “randomized in 
rotating order,” according to election rules. 

Voters attest their ballots with their fin- 
gerprints.

Rep. Michele Bachman, also from 
Minnesota but born in Iowa. 
Good showing here could mean life 


beyond Ames, and a poor showing could 
mean more dire results. 

The Ames straw poll also is an omen for 
the real kickoff of the 2012 nominating 
process, which begins with the lowa caucus- 
es in January. 

The Republican fundraising process at 
Ames comes in several ways. Candidates 
who want their names on the ballot must 
rent space on campus where the poling will 
take place, costing $15,000 to $31,000. 

Voting is open to any lowan at feast 18 
years old who is registered or cligible to reg- 
ister to vote. The straw voter needs photo ID 
and a $30 ticket, many of which are paid for 
by the candidates who then may bus their 
supporters to Ames and entertain them in the 
rented spaces near the polling site.

THE AMES poll is not the first straw vote 
laken this year, even in Iowa. In June, 
Republicans in Clay County, lowa had their 
own straw vote. 

Gov. Perry led that test with 25 percent, 
Ms. Bachman had 15 percent, Mr. Santorum 
4 percent, Mr. Paul 10 percent, Mr. Cain 8 
percent, Mr. Romney 4, Mr. MeCotter 4, Mr. 
-awtenty 4, Mr. Gingrich 2 and Ms. Palin 2. 

Those percentages are rounded, of course. 
For example, in actual voles Gov. Perry had 
1S votes, Ms. Bachman eight votes, and

Chief Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers argued that Easterle 
acted in a willful, wanton 
disregard for his brother’s 
welfare when he pulled 
back and shot him. 

“T don’t care if he intend- 
ed to shoot him in the toe,” 
Ayers said. “It’s going to 
cause some great bodily 
harm and some injury. It hit 
the femoral artery and he 
bleed out on the porch and 
he died.” 

Jeffrey Richards, Mark 
Easterle’s son-in-law, said 
the incident was initiated 
when Paul Easterle’s wife 
asked for assistance at their 
home. He said she was car- 
rying shoes and socks when 
she walked down to the 
cabin located two lots from 
her home. 

According to a_ taped 
statement taken by 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Depuly Jason Alexander, 
Paul Easterle said he was 
sorting through some per- 
sonal papers before his wife 
left the home. The statement 
was given after Easterle was 
read his Miranda rights, a 
warning that must be given 
to criminal suspects in cus- 
tody advising them they do 
not have to make self 
incriminating statements 
and can have legal counsel 
present while be questioned. 
Burmeister allowed the tape 
to be admitted into evidence 
and played since it provided 
better details than 
Alexander’s recollection. 


Sheriff’s Report | 


Alexander had previously 
picked up Easterle as he was 
walking from his Frederic 
home with plans to purchase 
a bus ticket to travel down- 
state. 

“I’ve tried my best to get 
some kind of help,” Easterle 
said in the taped statement. 

Easterle claimed he was 
trying to do the same the 
night the shooting occurred, 
trying to find a way to get 
money to provide his wife 
some rest and recreation. 

Paul Easterle said he 
appreciated his brother 
looking out for his wife, but 
not when he allegedly 
became aggressive. 

“Mark is very protective 
of her, which I’m grateful 
for except when he decides 
he’s in charge,” satd Paul 
Basterly, who said he never 
had a brotherly relationship 
with his sibling due to their 
difference in age and living 
in military schools when 
they were growing up. 

When his brother came to 
his cabin, Easterle claimed 
Mark called him all sorts of 
names and threatened to 
beat him to death before he 
killed him. 

After a series of punching 
and wrestling matches, 
which caused furniture to be 
overturned, Easterle said he 
removed a 45-caliber pistol 
from an end table in his liv- 
ing room, Paul Easterle also 
claimed hts wife was kick- 
ing and smacking him dur- 
ing the altercation. 

Easterle followed _ his 
brother outstde his home.

Easterle said the gun went 
off when Mark grabbed it 
and pulled it down. 

“I did what I had to do to 
defend myself,” Easterle 
said in the taped statement. 
“I don’t carry to kill people. 
I carry for protection.” 

Alexander and Trooper 
Harold Terry, the K9 han- 
dler from the Houghton 
Lake Post of the Michigan 
State Police, arrived on the 
scene just after the shooting 
occurred, They secured Paul 
Easterle, and then aided 
Mark with life saving mea- 
sures, 

Easterle attempted to stop 
the bleeding of the wound 
with the help of Julie and 
Jon Gravelle. They are Mark 
Easterle’s stepdaughter and 
son-in law. 

Alexander said he heard 
Mark Easterle take a final 
gasp of breath, which he 
believed was his last breath, 
before Frederic Township 
EMTs took over life saving 
measures, 

Jon Gravelle said Easterle 
threatened to shoot him 
after he shot his brother. 
They agreed to come back

to the scene after they were 
assured that no weapon was 
present. 

“T had this gun pointed in 
my face so obviously I got 
out of there,” he said. 

Julie Gravelle said she 
was in so much fear that she 
could not scream out in 
hopes of preventing the 
shooting. 

“Twas just frozen,” she 
recalled, “I was paralyzed.” 

Eyewitnesses said they 
never saw Mark Easterle 
touch the pistol. Witnesses 
also testified that Mark 
Easterle’s ability to move 
was slowed after a series of 
strokes and a heart attack. 

Ayers argued that 
Basterle’s altempt to aid his 
brother played no factor in 
the resulting criminal 
charges. 

“The fact that he tried to 
save his brother after he shot 
him doesn’t mitigate any- 
thing,’ Ayers argued. “In 
our opinion, he was trying 
to save his own skin, 
because if his brother dics, 
now he’s charged with mur- 
der.”

“Nancy is passionate about 
ensuring youth have uniquc 
and fun ways to reflect and 
share with adults about how 
they feel and what they've 
learned,” Ripke said. 

Currently,  Persing — ts 
focused on utilizing GPS and 
Geographic Information 
System (GIS) information to 
develop maps and to tell 
story. She ts also about to

hunting sports at an early 
age will keep the crucial 
outdoor recreation industry 
thriving and ensure that 
tomorrow's leaders recog- 
nize the ties between the 
environment and a positive, 
healthy way of life.” 

Public Act 120 directs the 
Natural Resources 
Commission to establish 
the mentor program so 
minor youth can legally 
hunt. [t also creates the 
youth license for young- 
sters under the age of 10 to 
encourage all types of hunt- 
ing and fishing. The pro- 
gram begins and the licens- 
es will be available for sale 
on Sept. t, in conjunction 
with the beginning of the 
state’s fiscal year. 

The youth hunting licens- 
es will be sold for $7.50 
and will be good for an 
entire year, Pettalia said. 
Young hunters, however, 
would have to pay more if 
they apply for specialty 
licenses for duck and clk 
hunting. 

The legislation was mod- 
eled after a similar 
Pennsylvania law that has 
succeeded in getting tens of 
thousands of youth 
involved in hunting with a 
mentor while learning 
proper safety and ethics. 

“Our local 
have relied on hunting and 
outdoors recreation as a 
crucial part of the commu- 
nity business,” Pettalia said. 
“Participation has been 
shrinking as these traditions 
more and more often aren't 
passed on to the next gener- 
ation because young adults 
have so many other options. 
A family member or mentor 
taking a youth out hunting 
will help instill a lifetime 
passion for the outdoors.”

Tucked away in the 
machine shed storage build- 
ing at Wellington Farm near 
Grayling is a gift from a 
well-established and well- 
known historical complex, 
Sauder Village of Archbald, 
Ohio. 

The gilt ts a threshing 
machine manufactured by 
the Advance Thresher 
Company of Battle Creek in 


the late {880’s and is one of 


the first threshing machines 
produced by the company. 
The thresher is in excellent 
condition and is considered 
to be a rare and significant 
piece of agricultural history, 

“Wellington Farm: is hon- 
ored to be chosen as the 
recipient of such an example 
of early Americana,” said 


Howard Taylor, the founder 
of Wellington Farm Park, 
Inc. “The artifact is impor- 
tant because it not only rep- 
resents a signiftcant chapter 
in the history of Michigan 
agriculture, bul also repre- 
sents the importance of an 
industry that was based 
upon the 
equipment used on 
Michigan farms.” 

The Advance Thresher 
Company also produced 
steam engines, which were 
used as a power source for 
the threshers. Wellington 
Farm is also the home of a 


Dt 20-horsepower 
Advance Steam ‘Traction 
Engine, This engine is in 


running condition and can 
often be scen in operation at 


production of 


the 60-acre living history 
farm. 

The Advance Thresher 
and Traction Engine are just 
two of many rare artifacts, 
which are housed at 
Wellington Farm, 
Unfortunately, at the present 
time, the Advance Thresher 
cannot be enjoyed by the 
visiting public because it is 
packed away in a storage 
shed, Currently, Wellington 
Farm Park, Inc. 1s undertak- 
ing a significant fundraising 
project lo generate cnough 
money to build a Vintage 
Machinery Muscum at the 
farm. When tt is completed 
it will serve as a permanent 
display for the Advance 


Thresher, Engine and sever- 
al more significant agricul- 


tural artifacts and make 
them fully accessible to the 
visiting public. When it is 
opened, it is anticipated that 
the vintage machinery 
museum will be a significant 
attraction in northern 
Michigan and will provide a 
significant stimulus to that 
area of the state.

Since taking office, 
Snyder said the Legislature 
has passed 127 bills. His 
first point of order alter 
assuming Michigan’s top 
governmental leadership 
role was to get the state’s
